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Some Good News from Pennsylvania 

As many of you know, Pennsylvania was considering imposing a sales tax on coins. 
The impact on Pennsylvania-based coin businesses would have been drastic. Also, 
the impact on coin shows in Pennsylvania, and on coin collectors in Pennsylvania 
would have also been significant. The Industry Council of Tangible Assets (ICTA) of 
which I am a member, and the Pennsylvania Association of Numismatists (PAN) 
spearheaded an effort to defeat the proposal. I contacted my former State Senator 
the week before the vote, and expressed my opinion. He subsequently voted in our 
favor. A vote was held on November 23 in the State Senate, and the proposal lost by 
a vote of 25 - 24 with the Lt. Governor casting the deciding vote against the 
legislation. So the good news is that the sales tax was defeated, for now. Of course, 
it is impossible to predict future activity in this area, but it is important to stay 
informed and contact your legislator when this kind of legislation is proposed. I want 
to thank ICTA and PAN for their efforts in this area.
